Captain John Ryan, for thirty-four 
year a member of the Newton (Mass ) 
police department and v eteran of the 
Civ il and Indian wars, was a first 
sergeant of M Troop, 7th U. S. Cav ­

mand, and has substantiated his claim 
of being the man to fire the first and 
last shots in the battle of the Little 
Big Horn. 
In 1874 the 7th Cav alry under com­ 
mand of General Custer, conducted 
the Black Hills expedition, for the pur­ 
pose of determining if gold existed 
in the hills, as the Indians had re­ 
ported. 
With the troops were many 
mining experts and professors from 
sev eral of the large univ ersities. 
They explored the hills 
for ninety

His own company (M) entered 
that engagement with forty-fiv e men 
and horses, of whom fourteen enlisted

Custer, whose body wras so terribly 
mutilated by the Indians, as Captain 
Custer was the first lieutenant of Cap­

years before Custer was promoted to 
captain of another company.

times during the Civ il war, at the bat­ 
tle of Ream’s Station, Va., on the Wel­ 
don railroad, in front of Petersburg.

1864, which was his nineteenth birth­ 
day, 
while a member of Gen. T. F. 
Meagher’s Irish brigade, k nown as the 
Second brigade.

Phis idea, whimsical as it at first ap- 
j pears, is mak ing a hit wherev er Mr. 
| Cowles tries it on. 
The nav y depart- 
i ment is not ov erwhelmingly popular 
j with the congress Just now, but in 
v iew of the probable expenditure of 
$45,000.000 a year more for 
soldiers’ 
pensions, and the ev er increasing de­ 
mand of the nav y for more money for 
battleships, the suggestion that the 
warships might be made useful as 
well as ornamental is being well re­ 
ceiv ed. 
Cnder the present system the 
ships are k ept mov ing 
more or less 
to prev ent depreciation of 
material 
and discipline, but they spend days, 
week s anti months in idleness, often 
at almost tha full expense of sailing 
equipment, when if they could he em­ 
ployed on business errands for the 
gov ernment they might effect a large 
sav ing for the postoffice department.
